He took a partnership in a store—and it 
failed, and for 15 years he struggled to pay off those 
debts. He took the office of postmaster, but its miserly 
pay forced him to look to another profession for se¬ 
curity. He became surveyor, then turned to law, and 
studying by himself, eventually secured a license to 
practice. He then tried for a post in Congress—and 
lost. When later he was elected and served a term, he 
satisfied no one. The Illinois party machine felt he 
deserved no consideration. At forty he was considered 
through, politically. But his excellence as a jury 
lawyer brought him new fame. A few years later he 
ran for the office of U. S. Senator—and lost. But the 
fame of his debates with Douglas at last brought him 
his great and rich reward, and crowned his years of 
struggle with lasting triumph. •

Not claiming any magic answer 
to this question as to what is 
necessary to keep industry run¬ 
ning at capacity on things peo- 
people read and want. Mr. Davis 
nonetheless emphasizes that gov¬ 
ernment, bsuiness and labor must 
recognize as a fundamental prin¬ 
ciple that we must sow to reap 
—that wages come from produc¬ 
tion. not from labor unions, and 
that profits come from Increased 
sales, not from marking up 
prices. He says:

J UDGING from what has hap¬ 
pened in the past, 100 years 
doesn’t give marriage enough time 
to change sensationally.

But who enunciates this old- 
fashioned philosophy that new 
I wealth must come from new pro- 
! duction ? Who challenges us to 
! return to fundamental economic 
principles after fruitless years 
spent in chasing new age cure- 
alls and glittering panaceas ? And 
is he qualified to speak ? 

The diagnostician is none other 
than Chester C. Davis, farmer- 
member of the Federal Reserve 
Board and former federal AAA 
administrator —generally recog¬ 
nized as one of President Roose¬ 
velt’s ablest appointees, as a sin-1 
cere New Dealer and as a sound 
student of agricultural, business j 
and industrial problems. With 
that background as to the man, 
his words take on added signifi¬ 
cance. And speaking before the 
American Farm Bureau conven¬ 
tion in New Orleans, he elab¬ 
orated on his analysis as fol¬ 
lows: 

“The American people them¬ 
selves are going to lose patience, 
sooner or later, with an economy 
that tolerates unemployment in 
the midst of potential abundance. 
But there is no magic way to 
national income expansion— not 
action nor

The Federal debt 
such dizzy heights that the fig¬ 
ures are beyond the conception 
of the average mind. Who can 
really grasp the idea of a million 
dollars, or a billion, or 50 bil¬ 
lions? And how can it ever be 
paid? And by whom 
selected and 
service 


The city of Baltimore, Md., is 
again asking Congress to pay her 
for the costs of erecting fortifica¬ 
tions during the Civil War, 
which proves that creditors, be 
they people or places, have un¬ 
cannily long memories. Eleven 
times in the past the Senate has 
voted to pay the bill from BUti- 
more a sum of $171,034. Each 
time the House has refused. 


The self¬ 
self-trained social 
reformer, the amateur 
economist, the demagogue and the 
opportunist politician say “redis¬ 
tribute the wealth by making the 
weathly pay.” 

All of which 13 entirely impos¬ 
sible, because there are not 
enough of them. If we were to 
confiscate all the Incomes of all 
persons earning $5,000 per year 
and up, the sum collected would 
not make a noticeable dent in 
the stupendous debt. Obviously 
the rich can’t pay the bills for 
our costly experimentations. Also 
Just as obviously, we may not ex¬ 
pect any help from those in the 
lower Income brackets. This in¬ 
cludes some 25 million people 
who are being supported by the 
government, and are thus a li¬ 
ability rather than an asset. They 
can pay nothing, and their only 
Interest in the matter Is to agi¬ 
tate for larger benefits from the 
state, and use such political pres¬ 
sure as they may summon to 
force a continuance of the spend¬ 
ing program. 

They are not going to be both¬ 
ered by such unimportant matters 
as paying the fiddler, or where 
the money is to come from. They 
are having a lovely ride, and 
what do they care where It ends, 
or how. Since the rich have not 
enough to pay, and the millions 
of helpless wards of the state 
have nothing, the whole burden 
must be assumed by those who 
have always worked and are still 
working for a living, those who 
prefer working to grafting, 
chiseling, racketeering, an whin¬ 
ing for handouts. This group 
comprises about one-fifth of the 
American people—the one-fifth is 
carrying the other four-fifths. 
They are the American middle 
class, made up of profitably em¬ 
ployed workers, professional men 
and small business men. 

Since we must carry the load 
and have never been given any 
consideration, It seems about time 
for the worm to turn and really 
do something about It. We have 
always been shoved around. We 
have always been the little men 
who paid the big bills. The smart 
boys have long known us for easy 
marks. We are getting It from 
all sides and will continue to 
take It—just as long as we let 
middle-class notions of decency 
and respecatbility keep us from 
doing something about It. 

Well, I say, let’s do something 
about it. Of course, no one wants 
to deny help to the deserving un¬ 
fortunate, but lets’ cut off the 
parasites from both ends of the 
social and economic register. 

Then let’s start wtih a bit of 
organized middle-class squawk¬ 
ing. Let’s begin screeching for 
lower taxes—and really screech. 

Let’s howl for more even and 
equitable distribution of taxation. 
Let’s try some class consciousness 
of our own and shriek our heads 
off every time a law Is passed 
not In our direct interest. Let’s 
organize like other groups and 
hold demonstrations, carry ban¬ 
ners, march in parades, go in for 
picketing and make general 
nuisances of ourselves. 

Lets’ write letters every day— 
millions of letters—weeping, wall¬ 
ing and protesting—to the Presi¬ 
dent, to our Congressmen, to 
state legislatures, and city offi¬ 
cials. 

And let’s also hand the chiseler

Since the davenport is the center 
of living room activity, a great deal 
of pleasure can be secured by add¬ 
ing, as perfect complements to the 
davenport, good lamps, properly 
placed. 

Like an artist with a pallet of 
paints, a homemaker with a daven¬ 
port, lamps, end tables and pictures 
can create a balanced arrangement 
that is beautiful to the eye—and 
good for the eyes, from the stand¬ 
point of lighting. 

The most satisfactory means of 
lighting the davenport is from at¬ 
tractive lamps placed on end tables, 
one at each end. The tables should 
be in graceful proportion to ths 
other units in the grouping. The 
lamps should have diffusing bowls 
so they will not produce glare. 
Cream-colored or other light shades 
blend in well with any furnishings 
and are the best for giving off light 
Lamps used this way make it prs 
sible to read or sew in perfect com¬ 
fort at either end of the davenport. 

If space does not permit use of 
end lamps, the next best way to 
light the davenport is with an indi¬ 
rect pin-it-up lamp hung on the wall 
above the center of the davenport. It 
is impossible to get good davenport 
lighting from a floor lamp except 
when the back is exposed, as before 
a fireplace. A properly placed dav¬ 
enport always sets flush with the 
wall and there is no room for a floor 
lamp behind it.

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Sierra Madrean Visits Young City Atop 
Mt. Palomar Where Employers Of World s 
Greatest Observatory Are Housed 


An entire community, self-suf¬ 
ficient in every way, is being 
built on top of Mt. Palomar, in 
San Diego county. It will house 
more than a hundred people who 
are busily engaged in various 
phases of the work at Mt. Palo¬ 
mar observatory. At present, R. 
E. Wright of 540 West Alegria 
avenue, who was a recent guest 
of Lew Liniger, engineer at the 
observatory, states that the com¬ 
munity is in a period of tran¬ 
sition from the construction 
staffs to the scientific staffs. 

“The work is now at a point,” 
said Mr. Wright, “where the ob¬ 
servations buildings, the staff 
quarters, the big plant, the water 
and gas supplies are all complete, 
as well as the two small 18 and 
48 inch scopes, which serve as 
scopes for the big 200 inch re¬ 
flector.” 

Most people are of the opinion 
that the 200-inch glass is a tele¬ 
scope, but this is not the case, 
Mr. Wright pointed out, stressing 
the fact’ that is will be a huge 
mirror that, “like a camera, picks 
up light that the human eye 
would miss." 


Probably in about six weeks all 
of the mechanical work will be 
finished, such as erecting the 
body of the telescope, and the 
trunions, main bearings on which 
the mirror will be mounted. The 
grinding of the lens however, is 
being done at Cal Tech in Pasa¬ 
dena and likely will not be com¬ 
pleted and in place for about a 
year. 

At the “optical laboratory” in 
Pasadena work is progressing on 
the worm gear to operate the 
telescope. It is 14 feet in di¬ 
ameter and is being cut to an 
accuracy of one ten-thousandths 
of an inch. 

“The entire dome at Mt. Palo¬ 
mar will be insulated by a sheet 
of aluminum panels," Mr. Wright 
stated, “and will be completely 
air conditioned for scientific rea¬ 
sons. 

Work on the 200 inch glass is 
quite far along. Men are just do¬ 
ing the finishing work on the 
first stage. Visitors may view 
this truly big undertaking any 
day at Cal Tech from the gallery 
in the optical shop.

A quaint custom prevalent in 
France, England and Ireland in

Coming the day before Ash Wed¬ 
nesday, Shrove Tuesday was in¬ 
deed a particular day, It called 
for confessing of sins, followed 
by feasting and dining on the 
foods which were forbidden dur¬ 
ing Lenten days.
